To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bennington  in  the  County 
of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote:  you  are 
hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Fire  Station  on  Tuesday  the 
eighth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten  of  the  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing . 

2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendments  to 
the  existing  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  relative  to: 

a.  Revised  Flood  Plain  Protective  Zone 
regulations  (two) 

b.  Revised  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Regulations  to 
permit  limited  development  of  large  lots 
lacking  current  frontage  requirements. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Great  Brook  School 
Gymnasium  in  said  Town  of  Antrim  on  Saturday,  the  12th  of 
March  1994  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

3.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  674:40-a 
providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  or  special 
meeting  may  adopt  an  article  delegating  indefinitely, 
until  specific  rescission  of  such  authority,  to  the 
selectmen  the  authority  to  accept  dedicated  streets? 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Recreation 
Commission  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  35-B:4 
consisting  of  seven  (7)  members  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  (and  a  Selectmen  who  shall  serve  as  an 
ex-officio  member.) 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  (1)  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  the  provision  of  RSA  35:1, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  renovations  and  improvements 
to  the  Dodge  Memorial  Library:  (2)  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000) 
to  be  placed  in  this  fund:  and  (3)  to  designate  the 
Dodge  Library  Trustees  as  agents  to  carry  out  the 
object  of  this  article. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  for  the 
purpose  of  replacing  the  current  water  system  which 
services  the  Evergreen  Cemetery,  the  work  to  be  done 
by  the  Antrim  Water  Department  and  the  Bennington 
Highway  Department. 
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To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  (1)  to  change  the  purpose 
of  Article  #6  of  the  1993  Town  Meeting,  a  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  which  was  established  to  fund 
construction  of  a  recycling  building  at  the  Transfer 
Station,  to  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  extraordinary  legal  fees  and  expenses  of 
current  and  foreseeable  litigation;  (2)  to  designate 
the  Selectmen  as  agents  to  carry  out  the  object  of 
this  article.  (2/3  vote  required.)

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000)  for  the  construction 
of  roofing  over  the  handicapped  ramp  located  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Town  Hall. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  to  fund  a 
study  to  be  initiated  by  the  towns  of  Antrim  and 
Bennington,  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  the 
withdrawal  of  the  pre-existing  school  districts  of 
Antrim  and  Bennington  from  the  Contoocook  Valley 
School  District.

and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000)  to  defray  the  costs  associated  with  transfer 
of  this  property.

24.  Shall  the  town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:95-b 
providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt 
an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific 
rescission  of  such  authority,  the  Selectmen  to  apply 
for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  a 
town  meeting,  unanticipated  money  from  a  state, 
federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a  private  source 
which  becomes  available  during  the  fiscal  year. 

25.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  33:7 
providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt 
an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific 
rescission  of  such  authority,  the  Selectmen  to  issue 
tax  anticipation  notes? 

26.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-c 
providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt 
an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific 
rescission  of  such  authority,  the  public  library 
trustees  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without 
further  action  by  the  Town  meeting,  unanticipated 
money  from  a  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit 
or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the 
fiscal  year? 

27.  Shall  the  Town  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:80IV, 
providing  that  any  Town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt 
an  article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific 
rescission  of  such  authority,  the  Selectmen  to 
transfer  tax  liens,  or  to  sell  real  estate  acquired  in 
default  of  redemption  by  public  auction  or  advertised 
sealed  bid,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  justice  may 
require . 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
dispose  of  used  equipment  and  unneeded  supplies  as 
they  determine  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

In  several  ways,  1993  was  a  year  of  transition  for  Eer>- 
nington.   We  saw  the  culmination  of  some  efforts  started  in 
another  decade  and  the  beginnings  of  new  ones. 

The  sound  of  the  year  was  that  of  the  bulldozer.   They 
chugged  away  for  much  of  the  summer,  transforming  what  once  was 
45  acres  of  landfill  waste  into  gracefully  roiling  grassland. 
The  work  there,  which  ended  in  October,  represented  years  of 
planning,  motivating  and  at  times,  hard-nosed  negotiating  for  the 
three  towns  involved. 

As  impressive  as  that  new  topography  may  be,  it  is  matched 
by  the  rebuilt  Transfer  Station  facility.   Joe  Cuddemi  and  the 
Recycling  Committee  were  the  prime  movers  in  the  construction  and 
renovation  of  what  is  a  state-of-the-art  site.   Coupled  with  pru- 
dent management  and  our  continued  help  with  recycling,  they  are 
controlling  solid  waste  disposal  costs,  an  area  of  expense  which, 
in  some  towns  and  cities,  has  skyrocketed. 

There  were  changes  in  Town  Hall  governance  which  could  not 
go  unnoticed.   Jim  Sweeney,  after  eight  years  as  a  Selectman,  and 
many  more  years  of  involvement,  found  it  necessary  to  resign  in 
September  and  devote  more  time  to  his  teaching  chores.   Filling 
the  vacancy  was  a  story  in  itself,  but  Jane  Handy  was  sworn  in  as 
interim  Selectman  on  October  27,  1993  and  she  has  been  a  welcome 
addition.   A  second  major  change  of  the  year  was  the  resignation 
of  Lorraine  Mazur  as  Administrative  Assistant  after  five  years  of 
service  as  the  Selectmen's  right  arm.   Bill  Reid  of  Concord  re- 
placed Lorraine  in  August,  lending  both  experience  and  quiet 
judgment  to  Town  Hall  affairs. 

Elsewhere  in  this  Report  you  can  read  about  the  relocation 
of  the  Bennington  Historical  Society's  Museum.   We  join  in 
celebrating  the  establishment  of  this  landmark  for  the  community. 

We  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  all  citizens  two 
gifts  to  Bennington  made  in  1993.   Gladys  Newhall,  who  has  al- 
ready done  so  much  for  future  generations,  granted  a  three-acre 
parcel  of  land  last  fall/winter  to  the  Town  for  expansion  and  im- 
provement of  Newhall  Field.   The  addition  will  provide  space  for 
parking,  additional  recreation  and  a  picnic  area.   As  with  her 
previous  gift,  the  space  will  be  devoted  to  youth  activities. 

Earlier  in  the  year,  Bennington  received  from  the  Estate  of 
Georgietta  Bryer  a  ten-acre  parcel  of  land  on  the  Old  Greenfield 
Road  for  use  as  a  cemetery. 

We  would  be  remiss  to  watch  another  year  pass  without  con- 
veying our  concerns  with  the  community's  tax  rate,  and,  in  par- 
ticular, the  extent  to  which  the  cost  of  education  leads  to  it. 
Individually  and  collectively,  we  have  expressed  our  concerns  to 
representatives  of  CONVAL ,  seeking  first  a  restructuring  of  the 
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formula  which  places  an  undue  tax  burden  on  the  towns  in  the  Dis- 
trict, ours  among  them,  who  are  the  least  able  to  meet  that  bur- 
den . 

We  will  continue  to  support  quality  education.   We  will  con- 
tinue to  press  for  fairness  in  facing  its  cost. 

We  were  happy  to  join  with  Antrim  in  December  in  support  of 
a  1994  Warrant  Article  calling  for  a  feasibility  study  on 
separating  from  the  CONVAL  School  District.   Such  a  move  entails 
enormous  responsibilities,  and  demands  the  deliberate  and 
thoughtful  concern  of  every  resident.   We  feel  the  time  to  con- 
sider such  a  major  move  is  now.   We  urge  your  support  of  the 
study . 

Time  and  space  simply  don't  permit  us  to  thank  all  of  the 
people  who  contribute  to  making  Bennington  a  nice  place  to  live. 
You  know  who  you  are,  however,  and  one  day  the  fruits  of  your 
labor  --  a  better  Bennington  --  will  be  evident  to  everyone.

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Bennington, 
New  Hampshire  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993,  and  have  issued  our  report 
thereon  dated  February  2,  1994. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance 
about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement. 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Bennington,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993,  we  considered 
its  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and  not  to  provide  assur- 
ance on  the  internal  control  structure. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Bennington,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  an  internal  control  structure.  In  fulfilling  this  responsibility,  estimates 
and  judgments  by  management  are  required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of 
internal  control  structure  policies  and  procedures.  The  objectives  of  an  internal  control  struc- 
ture are  to  provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets  are 
safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that  transactions  are  execut- 
ed in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and  recorded  properly  to  permit  the  prepa- 
ration of  financial  statements  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
Because  of  inherent  limitations  in  any  internal  control  structure,  errors  or  irregularities  may 
nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  structure  to 
future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes 
in  conditions  or  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  design  and  operation  of  policies  and  procedures 
may  deteriorate.

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all 
matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  material  weaknesses  under  standards 
established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.  A  material  weakness  is 
a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control 
structure  elements  does  not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities 
in  amounts  that  would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  being 
audited  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal 
course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.

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CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

There  are  no  major  alterations  in  the  Capital  Improvement 
Program  as  proposed  in  the  1994  budget,  and  if  the  full  $61,000 
of  appropriations  are  approved  by  the  voters,  the  community's 
long-range  planning  for  vehicles  and  equipment  will  reamin  on 
course . 

The  single  departure  from  schedule  involves  replacement  of 
the  Water  Pump.   As  reported  a  year  ago,  it  is  more  than  25  years 
old.   It  is  critical  to  operations  in  that  there  is  no  easy  bor- 
row/rent/lease substitute  if  it  breaks  down.   Its  replacement 
will  also  include  relining  of  the  well  and,  ideally,  funding 
should  be  in  place  so  that  withdrawal  and  final  appropriation  can 
be  made  at  the  1995  Town  Meeting. 

With  these  considerations  in  mind,  a  $12,000  appropriation 
to  the  Reserve  Fund  is  requested  this  year. 

The  funds  from  Warrant  Article  #6  of  the  1993  Town  Meeting, 
which  called  for  Capital  Reserve  Fund  appropriations  to  provide 
for  construction  of  a  Recycling  Building  at  the  Transfer  Station 
were  not  used  in  the  past  year.   The  current  warrant  calls  for 
use  of  these  dollars  in  a  Reserve  Fund  to  meet  unanticipated 
legal  costs  and  judgments. 

Finally,  the  Budge  Committee  has  proposed  consideration  of  a 
Capital  Reserve  to  address  the  long-range  needs  of  the  community 
in  road  rebuilding  and  repair. 
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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1993 

In  continuing  to  promote  responsible  land  use  practices  the 
Planning  Board  has  worked  hard  to  balance  the  needs  of  the 
townspeople  with  the  regulations  and  the  planning  for  future 
devel opment . 

We  simplified  the  building  permit  process  with  an  amendment 
to  the  Zoning  Ordinances.  This  clarified  when  a  permit  was  need- 
ed and  which  projects  do  not  require  a  permit.  Also  an  amendment 
concerning  the  accessory  dwelling  units  was  passed  at  the  ballot 
box   and  that  should  prevent  after-the-fact  misunderstandings. 

An  amendment  we  have  worked  on  this  year  to  be  presented  at 
election  time  will  make  development  and  access  to  back  lots  less 
restrictive.  Town  Counsel  will  create  the  final  wording  and  a 
public  hearing  as  well  as  a  summary  letter  will  help  inform  the 
citizens  of  our  intent. 

Early  this  year  Wayne  Roy  resigned  from  the  Board  after  more 
than  twenty  years  of  service  to  the  town.  Most  of  the  land  use 
projects  in  place  have  been  influenced  and/or  attributed  to 
Wayne's  ideas  and  dedication:  the  subdivision  regulations,  zoning, 
the  Master  Plan,  water  resource  protection,  gravel  excavation,  and 
site  plan  review.  His  last  contribution  was  providing  data  to  South 
West  Regional  Planning  Commission  for  the  Wellhead  Protection  Plan. 
We  have  missed  his  expertise  and  his  company. 

The  Wellhead  Protection  Plan,  conducted  by  SWRPC,  should  be 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  1994.  We  then  apply  to  DES  for  re- 
classification and  for  approval  of  our  plan  to  protect  ground  water 
around  our  existing  wells. 

Other  issues  before  the  board  this  year  were:  renewal  of  gravel 
excavation  permits,  boundary  line  adjustments,  several  minor  site 
plan  reviews,  the  need  for  better  communication  with  other  boards 
concerning  commercial  activities,  and  back  lot  access  and  develop- 
ment . 

The  mandated  Capital  Improvement  Program,  to  help  growth  keep 
pace  with  the  community's  ability  to  pay  for  services,  is  being 
worked  on  by  an  ad-hoc  committee  and  will  be  added  to  our  Master 
Plan.  That  Plan  is  updated  every  several  years. 

We  have  an  ongoing  search  for  interested  citizens  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  workings  of  the  Planning  Board.  Please  contact 
any  member  of  the  board  if  you  are  interested  in  becoming  a  non- 
voting alternate  first,  and  secondly  to  become  a  voting  member  as 
replacements  are  needed.

This  years  success  is  due  to 
their  enthusiasm.   Thanks  to  the  drivers  who  came  to  the 
rescue  at  the  last  minute  and  to  ghostly  friends  who  added 
their  special  effects  at  the  top  of  the  hill. 
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BENNINGTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Fire  Department  responded  to  76  calls  in  1993,  29  still 
alarms,  34  rescue  and  13  mutual  aid.  The  new  radios  have  proven 
to  be  a  major  asset  to  communication  in  all  parts  of  Town. 

New  equipment  has  brought  us  up  to  State  and  Federal  man- 
dates and  ongoing  training  has  prepared  and  improved  both  new  and 
eld  members.   There  is  still  a  need  of  more  volunteers  interested 
in  learning  about  firefighting  and  helping  in  emergency  situa- 
tions . 

The  inside  of  the  station  has  been  painted  both  upstairs  and 
down.   A  program  through  the  Hillsborough  County  Community  Serv- 
ice provided  a  crew  for  three  weeks  to  clean  and  paint  floors, 
walls,  cabinets  and  trucks.   They  did  a  wonderful  job  and  we  are 
very  happy  with  the  results.   This  service  gave  us  the  chance  to 
paint  the  station  without  the  added  labor  costs. 

Chief  Hall  wishes  to  remind  taxpayers  that  the  furnace  cur- 
rently servicing  the  Fire  Station  is  more  than  20  years  old,  and 
that  it  could  fail  at  any  time. 

No  warrant  article  has  been  introduced  to  address  the 
problem.   Emergency  replacement,  however,  must  remain  a  pos- 
sibility in  1994  or  1995. 

BENNINGTON  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Although  the  year  seemed  to  drag  its  way  through  a  long  and 
snowy  winter,  only  to  slide  rapidly  past  summer  and  right  back 
into  cool  weather  again,  it  did  manage  to  have  a  few  high  points. 

The  second  annual  Civil  War  Encampment  brought  increased 
participation  from  some  of  the  more  local  re-enactors  and,  as  we 
had  hoped,  was  well  received  by  a  great  many  people  over  the 
three-day  show.   With  the  increased  interest  in  participation,  it 
may  very  well  be  possible  within  the  next  year  or  two  to  have  the 
basic  theme  changed  from  an  encampment  to  a  battle  re-enactment. 

The  year's  review  also  saw  the  successful  conclusion  ©£ 
three  of  the  lawsuits  brought  against  the  Department.   Ifn  the 
first,  the  Department  was  completely  exonerated,  through  trial, 
in  the  U.  S.  Federal  District  Court  in  Concord.   In  the  second 
and  third,  the  cases  were  dismissed  in  summary  judgments  when  the 
courts  found  no  basis  for  the  filing  of  the  suits. 

As  in  1992,  calls  for  service,  information  and  assistance 
continued  to  heavily  outweigh  criminal  prosecutions  ...  a  trend 
that  we  obviously  hope  will  continue.

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THE  CONTOOCOOK  AND  NORTH  BRANCH  RIVER

In  1991  the  Rivers  Management  and  Protection  Act  was  passed 
by  our  State  legislature.

Dave  Barrett  and  I 
are  pleased  tc  serve  as  Bennington's  representatives.

about  the  present  and  future  use  of  the  river  and  abutting  land.

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HEALTH  AND  WELFARE 

Nineteen  ninety-three  has  been  a  busy  year  with  many  chal- 
lenges.  Funds  from  outside  sources  made  it  possible  to  keep 
within  our  budget.   However,  unemployment  is  responsible  for  90% 
of  the  rental  assistance  expense  and  again  "fuel  assistance"  took 
over  a  good  bit  of  the  fuel  needs  after  December  1. 

Again,  home-help  visiting  nurse  and  meals-on-wheels  have  had 
a  busy  year  in  Bennington  for  which  we  are  much  appreciative. 
Also,  the  Antrim  Food  Bank  welcomes  Bennington  residents. 

Health-wise  we  have  had  some  problems  with  sub-standard 
housing  and  lack  of  landlord  responsibility  with  septic  systems 
but  they  have  now  been  resolved.   With  good  luck  and  careful 
management  I  am  planning  on  operating  in  1994  without  any  budget 
increase .

BENNINGTON  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

Nineteen  ninety-three  was  a  banner  year  for  the  society. 
Our  museum  building  was  completed  on  the  inside  and  we  held  our 
first  meeting  there  in  the  Fall.   The  roof  cupola  was  built  and 
installed  to  house  the  old  fire  bell.   This  bell  was  purchased  by 
subscription  and  was  given  to  the  town  in  the  late  1880's;  it  was 
used  as  both  a  fire  bell  and  a  school  bell.   The  bell  originally 
was  placed  in  the  cupola  of  the  old  Merrimack  Fire  Station  which 
stood  in  about  the  same  location  as  the  present  Fire  Station. 
After  many  years  of  storage,  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  1983,  the 
fire  bell  and  the  museum  building  were  entrusted  to  the  Ben- 
nington Historical  Society  so  that  they  could  be  properly 
preserved  and  displayed  for  all  of  Bennington. 

The  wiring  in  the  museum  was  completed  and  electrical  fix- 
tures were  purchased.   Volunteers,  including  Ron  McClure,  Norm 
Mercier,  Don  Glynn,  Silvio  Zanga  and  Frank  Carrara,  donated  their 
time  and  talent  to  do  carpentry,  staining  and  painting.   The 
society  hired  Steve  and  Mark  Chase  to  lay  the  brick  sidewalk. 
The  granite  step  was  donated  by  Ellen  Hill,  David  Glynn  and 
Robert  Rowe;  it  came  from  the  former  brick  boarding  house  next  to 
the  museum.   The  renovation  work  was  overseen  by  Arnold  Cernota 
and  David  Glynn.   We  plan  to  have  a  dedication  ceremony  and  Open 
House  on  Old  Home  Day  in  August,  1994. 

Several  of  our  members  died  in  1993  including  Robert  Rowe, 
Laura  Levesque  and  Georgietta  Bryer.  The  Society  received  $360 
in  memorial  gifts  in  memory  of  Robert  Rowe.   The  family  of  Laura 
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Historical  Society,  cont'd 


Levesque  donated  many  articles  of  historic  value  to  the  museum 
and  items  to  be  used  for  fund  raising  raffles. 

Georgietta  Bryer  was  one  of  our  founders  and  a  very  active 
member.   In  her  will  she  left  69  articles  for  the  museum,  all  her 
town  records,  and  many  photographs;  in  her  words,  "The  Bennington 
History".   She  also  left  her  house  and  eight  acres  of  land  to  the 
Bennington  Congregational  Church  and  ten  acres  of  land  to  the 
Town  of  Bennington  to  be  used  as  a  cemetery. 

Georgietta,  "Aunt  Laura"  and  Robert  were  great  workers  in 
the  Society  and  they  all  loved  Bennington.  All  three  made  the 
town  a  better  place  to  live;  we  will  miss  them. 

The  Bennington  Historical  Society  received  $250  from  Waste 
Management  of  Peterborough,  for  the  Community  Service  of  Sandy 
Cleary;  Sylvania  of  Hillsborough  gave  the  Society  $450  for  the 
community  service  efforts  of  Arnold  Cernota.   We  appreciate  the 
gifts  and  Sandy  and  Arnold. 

David  Glynn  resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Dodge  Public  Library 
Board  of  Trustees  due  to  out-of-state  commitments.   Virginia 
Young  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Bennington  and  Antrim  have  joined  forces  to  attempt  refor- 
mulation of  CONVAL  school  taxes.  Both  towns  have  been  hit  with 
an  extra  heavy  tax  burden. 

February  and  March  brought  heavy  snow  storms;  one  storm 
dumped  24  inches!   At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  only  traces  of 
the  white  stuff,  but  we  had  sleet  and  ice. 

We  are  looking  for  more  active  members  in  the  Bennington 
Historical  Society  in  1994.   The  continuing  effort  to  fill  and 
staff  our  mini  museum  requires  volunteers.   Bennington  is  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  such  a  facility  and  we  are  always  willing  to 
accept  donations  of  historical  significance  for  the  enjoyment  of 
future  generations.

The  Library  experienced  another  good  year.   We  had  an  in- 
crease in  circulation,  an  increase  in  registered  patrons,  an  in- 
crease in  inter-library  loans,  and  a  huge  increase  in  program 
participation. 

This  year  David  Glynn,  longtime  library  trustee,  resigned 
from  his  position.   David  was  trustee  during  the  time  the  library 
was  renovated  and  brought  up  to  standards.   His  hard  work  and 
good  taste  continue  to  benefit  our  library  and  patrons.   David 
was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Young  who  joined  the  board  with 
many  good  ideas.

The  N.H.  State  Library  has  gotten  a  new  computer  database 
system,  and  in  order  to  benefit  from  all  the  free  services  avail- 
able from  the  State  Library  through  their  new  system,  and  to 
remain  accredited,  we  need  to  acquire  a  computer.   This  is  our 
newest  effort.   To  acquire  the  funds  for  the  hardware  and  the 
software  that  we  need,  we  have  started  to  raise  money.   To  do  so, 
a  donation  box  has  been  placed  at  the  desk  in  the  library  where 
overdue  money  is  now  being  deposited  toward  our  computer  account. 
Our  wel 1 -attended ,  first  annual  Family  Halloween  Read-a-thon  was 
our  1993  fundraiser  for  earning  computer  funds.   Throughout  1994 
we  will  continue  to  mount  fund  raising  efforts  toward  our  goal. 

One  side  benefit  of  raising  money  for  the  library  computer 
resulted  in  the  donation,  by  the  Joseph  Cuddemi  family,  of  an  IBM 
compatible  and  printer  to  be  used  by  our  patrons,  students  of 
Project  Lift  and  their  tutors,  and  the  students  of  Ruth  Brown's 
computer  classes.   Ruth  Brown  has  been  carrying  her  own  personal 
computer  back  and  forth  for  the  Thursday  classes  for  nearly  three 
years.   Thanks  to  Ruth,  who  has  programmed  the  computer  to 
provide  a  variety  of  software  applications,  there  is  something 
for  everyone  on  the  menu.   During  the  months  of  December,  patrons 
used  the  word-processor  to  write  Christmas  letters,  and  some  made 
cards  on  Geoworks .   The  computer  is  conveniently  located  at  a 
comfortable  desk  next  to  the  copier. 

This  year  the  old  copier  was  traded  in  for  a  newer  copier 
that  can  enlarge  and  reduce  copies,  and  has  a  feature  that  per- 
mits the  copy  of  colored  paper  and  photographs  to  come  out  clear 
and  not  gray.   One  extra  feature  this  copier  has  is  a  binder. 
With  special  folders,  reports  from  between  five  and  thirty-two 
pages  may  be  bound. 

Our  library  has  had  to  face  the  problems  with  the  physical 
facility  and  A.D.A.  requirements  set  forth  by  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, and  we  are  running  short  of  time.   The  challenge  seems

overwhelming  both  financially  and  architecturally.  The  contour 
and  location  of  the  property,  and  the  design  of  the  building  do 
not  lend  themselves  to  reasonable  solutions. 

The  stellar  event  of  the  year  was  the  Summer  Reading  Program 
based  on  the  N.H.  Children's  Librarians  summer  packet  called 
"KETCHUP  ON  YOUR  READING".   We  had  97  children  participate  and  72 
finished  the  entire  program.   For  ever  100  pages  read,  students 
earned  gift  certificates  for  a  popsicle  donated  to  the  program  by 
the  Bennington  Country  Store.   Certificates  were  redeemed  and 
many  more  were  earned,  but  the  readers  couldn't  seem  to  eat  as 
many  popsicles  as  they  had  earned. 

We  have  many  Friends  of  the  Library.   Debi  Belcher  continues 
to  volunteer  many  hours  a  week  to  the  library  as  president  of  the 
Friends  of  the  Library,  and  as  craft  person  for  all  of  our 
programs  which  include  a  weekly  pre-school  group,  the  summer 
reading  program  and  the  Halloween  and  Christmas  programs.   Debi 
is  always  at  every  fundraiser,  every  event  and  as  a  team  with 
Lind  Osienski,  is  our  summer  reading  program  artist.   Her  support 
of  our  Library  is  tremendous.   Anyone  wishing  to  join  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  may  do  so  by  contacting  Debi  Belcher  through  the 
Library . 

Ruth  Erown  is  another  tireless,  faithful  and  devoted  volun- 
teer.  This  is  her  third  year  of  coming  to  the  Library  on 
Thursday  afternoons,  to  teach  children  and  fearles  adults  to  use 
a  computer.   At  other  times  Ruth  has  donated  her  time  and  her 
support  to  any  effort  that  was  needed. 

Jean  Smith,  a  new  patron  of  our  library  has  donated  her 
skills  as  a  reader  for  our  special  programs.   During  the  summer 
she  read  every  Thursday  afternoon  to  children  ages  seven  to 
twelve,  and  then  was  the  reader  for  the  Halloween  Read-a-Thon  and 
the  Christmas  Story  Hour. 

Patricia  Oh,  another  new  patron,  has  provided  the  Library 
with  many  volunteer  hours,  has  helped  out  with  the  crafts,  and 
has  provided  an  extra  hand  so  that  we  could  be  thrifty  with  the 
budget . 

What  would  happen  without  our  Sunday  volunteers?   Patrons 
can  come  to  the  Library  on  Sunday  afternoon  to  finish  up  last- 
minute  homework  assignments,  catch  up  with  magazine  reading,  or 
sit  quietly  and  read.   The  people  who  provide  everyone  with  these 
opportunities  are  Debi  Belcher,  Laura  Crowell,  Phi  and  Valerie 
Germain,  Lisa  Logan,  Linda  Osienski,  Lee  Smith,  Chris  Tarrio,  and 
Barbara  Varnum.   Aside  from  volunteering  Sunday  hours,  these 
people  in  many  other  ways  donate  their  time  and  talents  to  the 
library  every  week.

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  Bennington  has  joined  Antrim 
and  Hillsborough  under  a  grant  for  Project  Lift.   Project  Lift 
provides  people  in  our  town  who  would  like  to  finish  their  high 
school  degree,  take  the  equivalency  exam,  or  improve  some  of 
their  skills,  with  a  tutor  and  a  private  location  to  accomplish 
their  goals.   We  are  very  proud  to  provide  this  service,  and  have 
applied  to  be  included  in  the  grant  for  the  next  year  as  well. 
P.ecruitment  for  Project  Lift  tutors  is  ongoing. 

As  usual,  the  library  would  come  to  an  absolute  standstill 
without  the  support  of  our  community:   our  gifted  Melissa  Clough, 
who  keeps  us  on  our  feet  and  we  would  be  lost  without  her;  Chris 
Tarrio  our  courier,  cataloger  and  volunteer  coordinator;  our  sub- 
stitutes, Helena  Ayers,  Debi  Belcher,  Ruth  Brown,  Lee  Smith  and 
Patricia  Oh;  and  our  devoted,  hard-working  board  of  Trustees, 
Elaine  Barrett,  Joseph  MacGregor  and  Virginia  Young.

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SCHOOL  BOARD  REPRESENTATIVE 

I  find  myself  writing  this  year's  report  with  difficulty  and 
mixed  feelings.   Many  wonderful  things  have  happened  within  the 
Contoocook  Valley  School  District  this  year,  but  we  have  some 
troubling  issues  on  the  horizon.   Since  the  economic  picture 
really  hasn't  improved  much  since  last  year,  we  find  ourselves 
with  some  hard  realities. 

We  en  the  School  Board  who  are  constantly  faced  with  the 
balancing  act  of  maintaining  quality  education  while  being 
responsible  to  the  taxpayers,  have  had  to  make  some  painful  deci- 
sions in  the  past  few  weeks.   For  the  first  time  during  my 
tenure,  and  in  many  years  I  believe,  the  Board  has  voted  to  cut 
several  existing  programs,  even  in  the  face  of  ever-increasing 
school  populations  and  growing  Special  Education  needs.   The 
operating  budget  for  next  school  year  has  been  held  to  a  2.61% 
increase  (not  including  the  teachers'  contract),  even  with  addi- 
tional staffing  that  was  required  earlier  this  school  year,  and  a 
projected  3.2%  enrollment  increase  for  next  year.   But  many  of  us 
in  Bennington  continue  to  be  frustrated  with  high  tax  bills,  and 
this  frustration  has  resulted  in  two  Warrant  Articles,  one  which 
I  highly  endorse,  the  other  which  I  can't  support. 

The  first  Warrant  Article,  brought  to  us  by  Phil  Dwight 
(Antrim  Selectman),  addresses  changing  the  current  District  fund- 
ing formula.   As  the  formula  reads  now,  each  town  is  assessed 
district  dues  based  on  75%  school  population  (Average  Daily  Mem- 
bership) and  25%  property  valuation.   This  current  system,  I 
believe,  unfairly  burdens  the  population-heavy  and  land-poor 
towns  such  as  Bennington  and  Antrim  (Greenfield  and  Temple  have 
also  experienced  difficulties).   Mr.  Dwight's  proposal  seeks  to 
change  the  formula,  in  essence  switching  the  two  percentage 
figures  to  75%  valuation  and  25%  ADM  over  a  five-year  period. 
Bennington  would  start  to  see  some  immediate  relief  in  the  first 
year,  but  would  realize  a  projected  decrease  of  20%  in  district 
dues  by  year  five.   By  the  time  many  of  you  read  this,  the  voting 
will  have  already  occurred  (a  ballot  article  voted  on  Town 
ballot),  but  to  those  of  you  reading  this  in  time,  the  crucial 
piece  is  getting  the  vote  out!   This  same  issue  was  lost  in  1987 
by  a  mere  43  votes,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  let  this  happen 
again.   This  will  require  a  2/3's  majority  vote,  comprised  of 
voters  from  all  nine  towns  in  the  District,  so  every  vote  from 
each  of  the  "affected"  towns  is  essential. 

The  second  Warrant  Article  is  brought  by  the  Selectmen  of 
Bennington  and  Antrim  which  asks  for  funding  of  a  committee  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  the  two  towns  seceding  from  the 
ConVal  District.   While  I  can   understand  the  motivation  and 
frustration  involved  in  bringing  this  issue  up,  I  cannot  in  good 
conscience,  support  it.   We  in  the  ConVal  District  enjoy  con- 
stantly being  recognized  as  being  one  of  the  top  five  school  dis- 
tricts educationally  in  the  State,  yet  our  average  costs  per  stu- 
dent are  far  from  being  the  top.   In  a  day  and  age  where  we  prize 
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value  in  all  areas,  the  ConVal  District  certainly  gives  superb 
value  for  our  money.   But  secession  from  the  District,  in  my 
mind,  would  pose  two  significant  problems.   The  first  problem 
that  I  foresee  is  the  quality  of  education  diminishing  greatly. 
There  is  just  no  way  that  any  district  that  we  could  form  or  join 
rculd  come  close  to  the  level  of  education  our  children  now  ex- 
perience in  the  ConVal  District.   The  second  is  cost.   I  believe 
the  outlay  in  implementing  such  a  proposal  would  be  prohibitive. 
We  would  have  to  worry  about  establishing  our  own  school  build- 
ings and  maintenance  of  such,  appointing  teaching  and  support 
staff,  instituting  administration,  providing  transportation, 
buying  supplies,  bocks,  furniture,  etc.   But  we  would  also  have 
to  pa;  fcr  the  buyback  of  the  current  portions  of  any  outstanding 
bond  issues  (also  by  agreement),  and  all  the  legal  expense  as- 
sociated with  such  a  change.   I've  left  out  many  more  certain  ex- 
penditures, but  the  costs  for  those  already  listed  alone  would  be 
phenomenal .   In  a  day  and  age  where  budgets  are  closely  watched, 
funding  of  such  a  committee,  in  my  estimation,  would  not  be  a 
wise  investment. 

But  on  a  more  positive  note,  many  wonderful  things  have  hap- 
pened within  the  ConVal  District.   Joan  Schnare  and  Pierce  School 
are  once  again  pioneering  new  programs,  this  time  with  the  im- 
plementation of  a  trimester  grading  and  assessment  period, 
replacing  the  traditional  quarterly  system.   This  new  system 
should  have  many  benefits,  and  a  complete  evaluation  of  the 
program  will  be  anticipated  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.   At 
Great  Erook,  Bennington's  own  Catriona  Beck  and  her  volunteers 
have  won  the  Blue  Ribbon  Award  from  a  national  school  volunteers 
association  for  their  outstanding  work  and  dedication.   Three 
cheers,  Catriona!   And  at  the  High  School,  the  excitement  keeps 
building  (no  pun  intended)  for  the  groundbreaking  of  the  new  Ap- 
plies Technologies  Center,  slated  later  on  this  fall.   A  con- 
struction plan  has  been  finalized  and  new  curriculums  are  being 
written  (and,  yes,  the  State  is  paying  for  the  majority  of  the 
construction  costs).   Not  only  will  this  help  us  to  better  serve 
all  of  our  high  school-aged  students,  forgo  immediate  expansion 
of  the  High  School  because  of  increasing  student  numbers,  but 
this  should  attract  new  business  into  the  area  as  well. 

Yes,  times  are  still  tough.   Sometimes  it  is  hard  to  see  the 
good  that's  been  accomplished  when  things  around  us  seem  less 
than  Losy.   But  now  is  the  time  to  stick  together,  not  un-do  all 
that  we  have  worked  hard  to  build  up.   I  am  confident  that  once 
we  clear  the  hurdles  that  are  now  in  front  of  us,  we  are  sure  to 
see  situations  improving  on  many  fronts.

Summary  of  Seruices  to  BENNINGTON  Residents  from  October  1 ,  1  992 
through  September  30,  1993 

*  Monadnock  Family  Services  provides  a  full  range  of  treatment  for  individuals  who  need  counseling  or 
who  are  experiencing  a  mental  disorder.  There  are  no  restrictions  based  on  diagnosis  or  age,  and  we 
continue  to  offer  services  to  clients  with  little  to  no  income.  The  Peterborough  District  Office  is  open  five 
days  and  three  nights  per  week.  The  Jaffrey  District  Office  is  open  four  days  and  two  evenings  per  week. 
Based  in  our  Keene  Office,  we  provide  24  hour  Emergency  Services  7  days  a  week.  365  days  a  year. 

*  Services  we  offer  in  addition  to  Emergency  Services  include:  Psychiatric  Assessment  and  Medication 
Treatment,  Case  Management,  Residential  treatment  and  a  Day  Treatment  program.  This  figure  is 
reflective  of  open  cases  and  does  not  contain  those  individuals  who  may  have  been  seen  as  adjunct 
member  of  treatment  (i.e.,  family  members,  school  personnel,  legal  or  other  sources  of  referral).  Last  year 
the  Peterborough  and  Jaffrey  offices  of  Monadnock  Family  Services  served  over  769  individuals,  with 
more  than  1 5,51 0  visits  for  direct  treatment 

*  It  is  our  goal  to  maintain  quality  services  to  residents  of  our  catchment  area,  and  to  provide  for  the 
identified  counseling  needs  of  the  community. 

*  This  past  year  Monadnock  Family  Services  provided  292  visits  of  direct  treatment  to  BENNINGTON 
residents.  Of  the  21  open  cases,  1 1  were  male  and  10  were  female,  9  were  under  the  age  of  18,  11 
between  the  ages  of  1 8  and  59,  and  1  were  60  or  older. 

*  Primary  referral  sources  were  as  follows:  self-referred,  physicians,  social  service  agencies,  schools,  and 
courts,  in  that  order. 

*  MFS  Adult  Care  Center  was  open  over  912  hours  in  1993,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of 
approximately  15  clients.  We  provided  provided  over  15,048  hours  of  service  to  elderly  residents  and 
their  families.  Many  of  the  clients  in  the  program  have  Alzheimer's  Disease  or  related  illnesses  due  to 
aging. 

*  The  dollar  amount  requested  from  your  town  to  help  us  continue  offering  these  services,  is  arrived  at  by 
multiplying  the1992  population  estimates  (prepared  by  the  NH.  Office  of  State  Planning)  figure  by  $1.00. 
This  per  capita  amount  inlcudes  no  increase  in  four  years.  The  amount  we  are  requesting  is  $1,237.00.

Dear  Selectmen: 

Enclosed  please  find  Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services'  (HCS)  Annual 
Report  to  Bennington.  The  Annual  Report  includes  statistical  and  financial 
information  about  the  services  provided  to  residents  this  year.  We  hope  that 
you  will  consider  including  this  information  in  the  Town  Report  to  let 
residents  know  about  the  services  that  are  available  to  them. 

In  1994,  we  are  requesting  an  appropriation  of  $4,000.00  to  continue  to 
provide  home  care  services  in  town.  The  appropriation  will  continue  to  cover 
services  that  assist  residents  to  recover  at  home  or  to  remain  independent  at 
home,  including  visiting  nurses,  rehabilitation  therapies,  and  homemaker/home 
health  aide  services.  In  addition,  adult  wellness  clinics,  child  health 
clinics,  prenatal  care  and  hospice  services  are  available  to  residents. 

HCS  continues  to  make  every  effort  to  seek  funding  for  patient  care  from  a 
variety  of  sources;  this  has  enabled  us  to  maintain  the  town  appropriation  at 
the  current  level  for  1994.  We  will  continue  to  utilize  the  town  dollar  only 
when  other  funding  sources  have  been  exhausted.
